The following is the main part of the long 
statement: 

"Under the condition in which the US imperialists 
are steadily expanding the war, the DPRK Govern¬ 
ment declares that it will take measures for send¬ 
ing volunteers to South Vietnam at any time it is 
requested by the NFLSV." 
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
